Mounting a platform in front of 
Dr. Sun's picture, he read Dr. Sun's 
will, then read a proclamation or- 
dering immediate cessation of hos- 
tilities with Japan and directing 
Chinese troops to “await further 
orders.” 

Ignoring the practical certainty 
of disobedience, Wang announced 
his chief aims were peace and es- 
tablishment of a new order in East 
Asia in co-operation with Japan. 

Limited Authority. 

Although Wang set himself up 
as successor to Chiang Kai-shek’s 
Chungking Government, his au- 
thority actually will extend only 
to areas occupied by the Japanese 
army—the seaports and the prin- 
cipal cities of North and Central 
China. 

“Nanking is again the capital of 
China,” Wang declared, directing

“Fighting will cease only when 

the last Japanese soldier has ~vith- 
drawn or been driven from Chinese 
soil,” an official spokesman de- 
clared. 
The Chinese Foreign Office took 
notice of the Wang “inauguration” 
at Nanking yesterday to the extent 
of informing all foreign embassies 
and legations that the new admin- 
istration is illegal, and that its de- 
cisions and commitments “must be 
regarded as null and void.” 

Chiang Kai-shek, with whom 
Wang Ching-wei has alternately co- 
operated and clashed for 20 years, 
would not comment on the forma- 
tion of the Nanking administration, 
because, a spokesman said, it was 
beneath the Generalissimo’s notice. 

Far from leading to the cessation 
of hostilities, the spokesman de- 
clared, establishment of the Nan- 
king government would result in an 
intensification of the struggle.

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Tells Press Conference That 
Envoy Made No Commit- 
ment in Europe Involv- 
ing United States.

WASHINGTON, March 30.—The 
conference of Under-Secretary of 
State Sumner Welles with the heads 
of the Italian, German, French and 
British Governments gave no pros- 
pects for an immediate peace in 


Europe. . 
This was made clear in a formal 


statement which President Roose- 
velt read at his press conference 
late yesterday to forestall questions 
as to what Welles reported to him 
Thursday and yesterday. 

Amplifying his written statement, 
the President repeatedly empha- 
sized that there was “scant imme- 
diate prospects” for peace, but add- 
ed that none could tell from day 
to day about what would take place 
in Europe. 

The President’s statement threw 
no light on his plans about a third 
term, although during jocular re- 
marks on another topic he himself 
brought up this subject. Reports 
have been current that the timing 
of the President's announcement 
for or against a third term would 
be determined by Welles’ report. 
These were predicted on the be- 
lief that the European situation 
rather than domestic affairs was 
deferring the announcement, 

No Comment by Welles. 

The statement declared that 
Welles had not been authorized to 
make, nor had he made, any com- 
mitment in Europe involving the 
United States, and that he had not 
been empowered to offer, nor had 
he offered, any proposals in the 
name of this Government. It con- 
tinued: 

“He has not received, nor has he 
brought back to me, any peace 
proposals from any source.” 

The visits, the announcement 
said, would assist in certain in- 
stances in the development of bet- 
ter understanding and more friend- 
ly relations with the Governments 
concerned. 

“Finally,” the statement con- 
cluded, “even though there may 
be scant immediate prospect for 
the establishment of any just, sta- 
ble and lasting peace in Europe, 
the information made available to 
this Government as a result of Mr. 
Welles’ mission will undoubtedly be 
of the greatest value when the time 
comes for the establishment of such 
a peace.” 

The President gave Welles full 
appreciation for carrying out his 
difficult mission with extraordinary 
tact and understanding. 

The jocular remarks about the 
third-term came when he an- 
nounced the nomination of J. Rus- 
sell Young, White House reporter 
for the Washington Star, as one 
of the three commissioners of the 
District of Columbia, Young, a 
popular figure in Washington and 
a past president of the White House 
Correspondents’ Association, re- 
marked that no political signifi- 
cance should be read into the ap- 
pointment. The President observed 
that when he offered the post to 
Young he had pointed out that as 
the reporter was his own age he 
should begin his public life at once 
because otherwise he would be fair- 
ly old when the third term ques- 
tion came up. 

The announcement of Young's 
appointment was applauded and an- 
other veteran reporter volunteered 
that all his colleagues would be- 
gin lobbying for immediate Senate 
confirmation of the nomination.

Finnish Atrocities Alleged. 

Following is a textual extract 
from Premier Molotov’s speech to 
the Supreme Soviet yesterday, as 
carried by Tass, the official news 
agency: 

“How far had gone the enmity 
toward our country on the part of 
the Finnish ruling and military cir- 
cles which had prepared a place 
d' armes against the Soviet Union 
ix... Seen from numerous cases 
of exceptionally barbarous atroci- 
ties perpetrated by the Finnish 
whites on wounded Red Army men 
who had fallen into their hands. 

“For example, when in one of the 
areas north of Lake Ladoga the 
Finnish whites surrounded our hos- 
pital dugouts, where 120 severely 
wounded men were lying, they killed 
them all to a man. 

“Some were burnt, others were 
found with shattered skulls, while 
the rest had been bayoneted or shot. 

“Knife Stabs in the Face.” 

“In addition to mortal wounds a 
large number of the men who died 
there and in other places were 
found to have been shot in the head 
or finished off with rifle butts, 
while some of the men who had 
been shot were found to have knife 
stabs in the face. 

“Some of the corpses had been 
beheaded and the heads could not 
be found. 

“As to our medical nurses who 
fell into the hands of the Finnish 
whites, they were subjected to 
special atrocities and incredible 
brutalities. ; 

“In some cases corpses were 
found tied to trees head down. All 
these barbarities and countless 
atrocities were the fruit of the pol- 
icy of the Finnish white guards, 
endeavoring to fan hatred toward 
our country among their people. 

“Such is the true face of these 
Finnish champions of ‘Western civ- 
ilization.’ ” 


JAPANESE WARSHIP REPORTED 
SUNK BY CHINESE SHORE GUNS 


News Agency Says Vessel Went

HONGKONG, March 30 (AP).— 
The Central Chinese News Agency 
reported today that a Japanese 
warship, steaming down the 
Yangtze River, had been sunk by 
Chinese shore batteries in Southern 
Anhwei Province March 20, with a 
loss of 300 men.

No 
amount of crawling by the Rus- 
sians, the British feel, can disguise 
the fact that Russia openly con- 
nived in Germany’s invasion of 
Poland and committed an act of 
outright aggression against Fin- 
land. Nor, what is important to 
the British, does it alter the fact 
that Russia is assisting, or is try- 
ing to assist, Germany, by furnish- 
ing it with great quantities of vital 
supplies.

Neutral observers are inclined to 
take Molotov more or less at his 
word when he says that Russia 
has no intention to take part in 
the war between the great Powers, 
They are also prepared to believe 
by now that the Russian-Finnish 
war was actually the result of 
clumsiness and over-confidence on 
the part of Dictator Joseph V. Stal- 
in and that Russia is sincere in 
wanting to call it a day as far as 
Scandinavia is concerned. 

It is known now that the Rus 
sians tried to settle the Finnish 
war almost as soon as it began and 
that efforts at compromise were 
going on between Moscow and 
Stockholm throughout the greater 
part of the hostilities. A number 
of new details of the negotiations 
are given in an article by Erik 
Seidenfaden in a recent number of 
the Copenhagen Politiken. 


The Swedisn Government was 
first approached indirectly by the 
Soviet legation in Stockholm early 
in the fourth week of the war.

Most of Tornado Casualties in 
Louisiana Fishing Village— 
Many Injured in Alabama. 


PIERRE PART, La., March 30 
(AP).—Tornadoes, striking hard- 
est in Louisiana and dipping into 
three other states, killed at least 
eight persons, injured more than 50 
and caused considerable property 
destruction yesterday. 

In this fishing village of sev- 


eral hundred population, four were 
killed. About 30 were hurt, and 
at least one was missing here. 

Storms of varying intensity were 
felt in many South Louisiana towns 
and disturbances were reported in 
Texas, Mississippi and Alabama.

This will leave a balance by May 
1 of $810,435 in the amount avail 
able for direct relief, making it 


certain that the original appropria- 
tion of $6,500,000 will be exhausted 
some time in July. 

Gov. Lloyd Stark recently an- 
nounced that he would call a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature to 
consider the State’s relief needs 
when the present appropriation has 
been spent and when he has as- 
surance that a majority of the 
members of the Legislature will 
approve an additional relief grant. 

The April allotment will allow an 
average of $11.93 for each of the 
estimated 26,410 relief cases in the 
State. This is a reduction of $1.01 
per case from the March allotment. 

St. Louis will receive $134,064 in 
State funds for April for an esti- 
mated case load of 7448. For March 
the St. Louis allotment was $157,- 
200 for 7860 cases. 

St. Louis County’s share of the 
State money for April will be $11,- 
115 for 850 cases, approximately the 
same it received in March. 

In addition to the direct relief 
funds, there will be available for 
relief recipients certain surplus 
commodities supplied by the Fed- 
eral Government. The commodities 
list for April includes apples, 
oranges, eggs, butter, cornmeal, 
flour, lard, prunes and salt pofk.

The community owes a vote of thanks to the grand 
jury for the energy and thoroughness with which it 
| has explored the St. Louis public school scandals, and 
for the comprehensive report it has now issued, The 
debt extends also to the grand jury’s sound judgment 
| in recognizing that it could not investigate the whole 
involved: situation, and in recommending that the 
work be carried on by the next grand jury. 

The report develops in considerable detail virtually 
every point made by the Post-Dispatch in its pro- 
longed and many-sided expose of school affairs. Yet 
the whole story is not yet told. For one thing, this 
grand jury lacked two important audits, which will 
be available to its successor. For another, it was 
digging into abuses that had been piling up for years, 
It was exposing facts that numerous influential in- 
dividuals had long been assiduously covering up. 

In short, a path was being broken, to be followed 
up by the next grand jury, or its successors, in 
bringing the full. facts to light and visiting justice 
upon any criminal action that may be exposed. 

What has already been exposed constitutes a 
shocking picture: Waste and irregularities in many 
branches of the school system. Board members who 
exerted pressure on school employes to get business 
for themselves. Teachers promoted and demoted un- 
justly; favoritism on the one hand and persecution 
on the other. School employes solicited to contribute 
to board members’ campaign funds. Special favors to 
relatives and friends of men on the board. 

Much of this had already been told. Did the pub- 
lic hope that the mere act of exposure would auto- 
matically put' an end to these scurvy practices?. If 
so, the hope has been disappointed. There have been 
numerous changes in executive personnel and in 
methods, it is true, but the housecleaning is far from 
complete. The old system still prevails to a startling 
degree. There is convincing evidence of this in one 
section of the grand jury’s report. Describing efforts 
to learn specific details of go-getting board members’ 
high-pressure sales tactics, the grand jurors say: 

We have been unable to verify such charges in 
any particular case, due to the reluctance on the 
part of teachers to testify because of fear, either 
of demotion or dismissal, if they should do so. 

St. Louis teachers still live in fear that talking 
about their experiences, even in the sworn secrecy 
of the grand jury room, will impair their means of 
livelihood, or deprive them of it! The old system, 
despite all the exposures to date and all the pious 
promises of reform, still retains its grip. 

These teachers are not going to jeopardize them- 

selves by accepting a delusion. They see Richard 
Murphy, a confessed and long-time offender in this 
respect, retaining his seat on the board, with no vis- 
ible effort by his colleagues to get him off. They 
read this situation just as the greater part of the 
public does: the other board members’ failure to oust 
Murphy is tolerance of his conduct. 
Perhaps more will be learned of Murphy's devious 
game when the full audit of former Superintendent 
Gerling’s fund-juggling becomes available. This sur- 
vey has been an overwhelming task, because of the 
involved manipulations in which Gerling had en- 
gaged. The full report will be in the hands of the 
next grand jury, and also, it is expected, the audit 
of the tangled affairs of Russell W. Hibbert, director 
of books, supplies and equipment. Hibbert's strange 
spells of refusal to co-operate, particularly on the 
matter of two mysterious checks in his bank ac- 
count, have been a serious handicap to the auditors. 

In addition to the facts it presents, this report is 
valuable for the attention it gives the ethical values 
in this blackest chapter of St. Louis’ educational 
history. In the section on the responsibilities of 
board members and the Superintendent, the grand 
jury speaks for the conscience of the community. 
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The public deserves an opportunity to learn more

The motive of Berlin's diplomatic stroke, in re-“ 
leasing 16 documents purporting to be confidential) 
reports from American sources, is plain enough. 

The Nazis learn from history. They remember 
how imperial Germany, after haying the Allies hang- 
ing on the ropes in the last World War, was van- 
quished at last when the United States entered the 
conflict. To keep America out of this war is aj 
logical part of Nazi self-defense, Having noted 
what a furor was aroused against James H. R. Crom- 
well’s recent speech in Canada, it did not take long 
for Berlin propagandists to perceive that a backfire 
against participation might be created if evidence 
could be produced to show warlike intentions on the 
part of American spokesmen. 

Are the documents genuine or spurious? If genu-

In Defense of the American Veterans’ 
Association. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N a letter criticising your paper for re- 

printing an article on the veterans’ pen- 
sion bill introduced by Congressman Ran- 
kin, Charles T. Burgess made the false 
statement that the American Veterans’ 
Association, which opposes the bill, “has 
no representatives in St. Louis—probably 
none in Missouri or the Middle West.” 

He likewise stated, “The American Le- | 
gion is not an organization of discredited 
men,” and thereby implied that the Amer- 
ican Veterans’ Association is such an or- 
ganization. 

The American Veterans’ Association has 
substantial representation in St. Louis, 
in other parts of Missouri and in the 
Middle West, but it compares with the 
American Legion in size in much the 
same proportion as the Finnish army 
compared with the Russian army. Size 
alone seems a strange moral yardstick 
from which to judge an organization. The 
crucial point is—what does it stand for? 

The American Veterans’ Association is 
fighting the battle of the American people 
and the taxpayer against those who think 
the Government owes them a living be- 
cause they once wore a uniform. 

It doesn’t believe that the veteran who 
suffered no injury or disability as a 
result of war service is entitled to one 
red cent. It doesn’t believe that a dollar 
sign should be put on patriotism. 

It believes that it is the duty of every 
man to serve his country and that only 
those and the dependents of those who 
actually suffered war-connected injuries 
or disabilities are entitled to compensa- 
tion. 

Its members are mostly men who saw 
actual combat service in France and who 
are filled with burning indignation at the 
shabby treatment which their vern- 
ment accords the widows and dependents 
of those killed in action, while it provides 
unwarranted handouts to those whose 
only claim rests upon the fact that they 
once wore a uniform.

The American Veterans’ Association 
has consistently worked to increase the 
niggardly pensions paid to widows of the 
combat dead, while opposing pensions to 
veterans not injured in war service. To 
illustrate the unfairness of present vet- 
erans’ legislation, the widow of a man 
killed in action gets a pension of only 
$38 a month.

There is 
an even longer list of such cases, decided both be- 
fore and since the modification of the Sherman Act 
by the Clayton and the Norris-LaGuardia Acts, in 
which private parties and unions were the litigants. 

In view of these cases, Judge Davis’. decision 
must be a puzzling one to the man in the street.

But the dancing and singing choruses, 
numbering together 92 boys and girls, the 
orchestra of 50, the technical staff of car- 
penters, painters, property men, electricians, 
sound-amplifying men, wardrobe women, to 
the number of about 75, and the business 
and box-office staff are all St. Louisans— 
not, however, amateur but strictly profes- 
sional, if in some cases only for the duration 
of the season. 

The scale of the Municipal Theater pre- 
sents unique problems in staging. Not only 
does the atmosphere of an al fresco per- 
formance differ from an indoor perform- 
ance, but the physical fact that the last rows 
are as far away from the stage as two city 


blocks affects the technique of production. 


Although the amplification system makes it 
possible for everyone present to hear the 
slightest whisper on the stage, the faraway 
spectator’s eye loses intricate detail in ac- 
tion, setting and costume. 

* * * 

Strong color, mass effects and a fairly 
broad style of acting must be employed, 
therefore, not only to carry to the audience 
but to fill the stage. For here is a play- 
ing space that is 110 feet wide and 70 feet 
deep. The stage of the Radio City Music 
Hall would fit comfortably within it with a 
few feet left over all around. Three normal 
Broadway ‘stages set side by side would 
scarcely fill its proscenium. It is no ordinary 
job to produce on such a stage—particularly 
when there is a first night every Mondey! 

The show gets put together, however, with 
a minimum of confusion. Scenery-building 
is begun two weeks in advance of each open- 
ing night, sets go to the painters a week 
in advance; principals arrive a week in ad- 
vance and rehearse for three or four days 
without the choruses, who meanwhile are 
rehearsing separately. 

Thursday finds these elements coming to- 
gether; by Saturday night at midnight, 
everyone is ready for the dress rehearsal, 
which lasts until the dawn comes up and 
contributes its own lighting effects. Sun- 
day afternoon is a rehearsal with orchestra 
and Monday night the show is on. That, 12 
times over, is briefly a backstage summer 
at this largest of all summer theaters.

Former Bellhop Fails to 
Land an Effective Punch 
—Displays Only a Case 
of Fright.

NEW YORK, March 30. — If 
Johnny Paychek ever had a seri- 
ous interest in the world’s heavy- 


weight fight championship, it's 
gone from him now. Three min- 
utes and 44 seconds in the ring 
with the titleholder, Joe Louis, at 
Madison Square Garden last night 
convinced him. Knocked down 
three times for the count of nine 
in the first round and stretched 
on his back early in the second, 
Paychek s interest in the title has 
gone forever. 

The disappointing crowd of 11 
620 which paid $62,481 at the gate, 
that viewed Louis’ tenth defense 
of his title wondered by what right 
Paychek ever entered the arena 
with a man of Louis’ caliber. John- 
ny displayed nothing except an ab- 
ject case of fright, never landed a 
blow, and only offered a flick or 
two with his left and sight gloves 
during the fight. He spent all his 
time trying to dance away from his 
pursuer. 

From the moment Paychek en- 
tered the ring, it was apparent 
that the former Des Moines bell- 
hop was under terrific nervous 
tension. His seconds surrounded 
him in his corner immediately after 
he sat down. They screened him 
from the crowd and from Louis, 
who, with his usual dead pan, non- 
chalantly allowed his helpers to go 
through the usual motions. 

Adviser Benny Leonard peered 
anxiously over Paychek’s trainers’ 
shoulders, then turned away, ap- 
parently disheartened. In the 
meantime, ringsiders could see Pay- 
chek’s legs doing a St. Vitus dance 
as he sat in his chair waiting the 
summons of Referee Arthur Dono- 
van to ring center. 


Paychek in a Daze. 

Those near enough to discern 
Paychek’s agitation felt sorry for 
him as he stumbled and almost fell 
in rising to go to the ng center 
to hear the official if structions. 
When he returned to his corner he 
still was in a daze as the bell rang 
‘starting the battle. 

Battle? ‘Let’s take that back. It 
wasn't anything approaching «a 
fight. Paychek immediately began 
to dance away, He poked out « 
tentative left hand, but didn’t offer 
to do anything with it. Louis 
crowded in, bobbed, feinted and 
tried to prove a lead from the 
retreating challenger. 

But Paychek was on his way. He 
didn’t want any truck with that 
calm-faced, tawny fellow who was 
stalking him about the ring. Louis 
led and missed a couple of times. 
Then he cornered Paychek. Like 
a rabbit, the former bellhor twist- 
ed and turned. It was almost a 
minute before Louis was able to 
overtake the elusive, semi-bald 
young man, who was trying to 
play tag with him.

Had West 3 that rule in to- 
day’s hand he would not have been 
so anxious to double for penalties 
and thus destroy his chance of 
defeating the contracts — 


From the beginning West's policy 
in the bidding was to lie low until 


depth. It was all right for him to 
lie low, since otherwise he would 
have been headed for a fall, but 
from ‘the strength of the adverse 
bidding he should have been warned 
to apply the rule of eight. 

The rule states that in any deal 
the count of honor tricks varies 
from eight to nine, and is general- 
ly about eight and one-half. South 
had made an opening bid showing 
two and one-half or three honor 
tricks; West had three and one- 
half, and North’s two no .trump 
response showed at least two and 
one-half. This left exactly nothing 
for East to hold, and before dou- 
bling West should have considered 
carefully what tricks he was going 
to win with an absolute bust in 
his partner's hand. 

West opened the king of clubs 
and dummy won with the ace. The 
double warned declarer against a 
trump finesse, and so he consid- 
ered ways and means of getting 
West into a trump end-play. 

The king and ace of diamonds 
were cashed and a round of dia- 
monds ruffed. This sequence of 
plays was followed by two high 
hearts and a heart ruff. Then 
the last diamond was led from 
dummy. When East showed out 
South was confident that he would 
make the hand. He ruffed and led 
a club. West won and led a third 
round of clubs and, since East had 
discarded a club on the last dia- 
mond, he was able to ruff this and 
lead a trump. But South merely 
fdutked and West was obliged to 
win and lead away from his king 
of trumps to give declarer his con- 
tract.

He entered 
the race and ran a marathon of 
approximately 26 miles in three 
hours and two minutes, when the 
weather was intensely warm and 
at an altitude of approximately 6000 
feet above sea level. His condi- 
tion after the race was good and 
he recovered general bodily equi- 
librium in a shorter time than his 
competitors.

A CASE OF A different kind re- 
ported in the same journal indi- 
cates how completely the heart can 
heal after a severe, acute attack of 
coronary disease. Physicians usual- 
ly order a patient with coronary 
disease to rest at least six weeks 
in bed. Time hangs heavy, espe- 
cially after one gets to feeling bet- 
ter, and such a patient wants to 
be allowed out of bed. This case is 
a good example of what strict ad- 
herence to the rules will do. 

After he had been in bed in the 
hospital for seven weeks, he re- 
mained quietly at home for another 
month, and then spent six weeks in 
Nassau, mostly lying on the beach. 
After this he began very unusual 
psysical exertion. He went air 
planing; he went skiing; he en- 
gaged in swimming and dancing. 
He traveled by airplane to Europe, 
a trip which included 19 hours of 
continuous flying at an altitude of 
from 8000 to 10,000 feet. 

I certainly don’t wish to be un- 
derstood as advocating such a regi- 
men for anybody, but there are 
some lessons to be learned. One 
is that the heart has great powers 
of recuperation and great reserve 
powers. The other is that the 
great remedy for the heart is rest. 
Even with such serious damage as 
comes from a coronary occlusion, 
the patient by giving the heart

Answer: This is a prime example 
of the inconsistencies found 
throughout English that cause 
philologists to age before their 
time.
